r  ii  furely  writteo  ini  the  Cyropedia  of  Holland  House,  that  the 
ntitep  in  the  training  of  a  Patriot  Prince  U  to  blood  him  with  the 
roperty  of  Uw  people,  as  the  hunUman  encourages  the  young  hound 
7  giriog  him  a  taste  of  the  vitals  of  the  game.  In  order  to  prepare 
ii  ynlftd  for  the  reception  of  good  principles,  it  is  advisable  to  pro- 
io(e  i  measure  for  his  immediate  benefit,  in  defiance  of  all  prin- 
iple;  and  the  sage  Mentor  wKo  would  urge  him  to  the  honest  dis¬ 
urge  of  bis  high  duties,  commences  his  task  by  *  abandoning  his 
ira.  Perhaps  this,  Uwugh  to  all  appearance  sufficiently  inconsistent, 
ay  be  profoundly  philosophical.  Pastrycooks'  apprentices  are  made 
irk  with  sweets,  by  way  of  a  seasoning  against  temptation ;  and  there 
uy  be  policy  in  early  surfeiting  a  Prince  with  a  job,  and  inspiring 
im  with  a  proper  disgust  for  those  who  have  lent  themselves  to  his 
lebsuch.  **  Know  thyself”  was  the  saying  of  the  Sage ;  but  **  Know 
tbers,”  the  more  worldly  exhortation  of  Menamder.  Impressed 
riib  the  value  of  this  maxim.  Lord  Holland  may  feel  the  expediency 
if  bringing  the  Prince  in  whom  he  takes  a  warm  interest  acquai  nted 
ritb  the  true  nature  of  patriots  by  profession ;  and  therefore  he  may 
agin  hit  training  by  teaching  him  ,to  know  the  rotten  portion  of  the 
i>lugs,->by  showing  their  subserviency,  their  suppleness,  and  their 
ririy  waver  of  principles  to  persons.  ^  We  are  arrant  knaves — trust 
ipoeofus,'*ls  yeryriq^uous  warning,  and  capable  of  much  gene- 
al  esempli&cation.  *  That  there  are  many  good'Whigs,  men  of  inde- 
leodence  and  integrity,  has  been  shown  by  the  late  experiment;  but 
>f  a  truth  the  minority  is  more  respectable  than  numerous. 

A  friend  of  ours  in  a  great  mercantile  house,  a  man  of  some  soli- 
lity,  has  been  so  struck  with  the  Holland  House  policy  on  the 
>ccssioo  of  the  ClareoM  Grant,  that  he  purposes  imitating  it  on  a 
Mall  aeak  m  the  cast  of  a  eonncxion  of  his,  a  promising  youth, 
shorn  he  is  anxious  to, train  to  upright  dealings,  as  he  will  one  day, 
K  he  live,  come  into  the  direction  of  the  firm.  As  an  initiation  into 
Mmss>  and  first  lesson  in  prindplet,  my  friend  intends  to  join  in  a 
scheme  (ot  robbing  the  strong-box,  merely  for  the  Tyro’s  benefit, 
to  pot  him  in  good  humour,  idid  enable  him  to  indulge  in  cba- 
ity,  If  he  should  be  so  disposed. ,  One  or  two  of  the  inferior  and 
over  pensers  object  to  the  plot ;  but  our  noble  friend  answers  their 
rib  by  telling  them,  that  the  house  is  inextricably  involved  in  debt, 
hst  the  money  will  not  relieve  it,  that  the  youth  will  lay  it  out  in  the 
MM  unexceptionable  manner,  and  perhaps  even  give  some  of  it 
wsy  in  chanty.  These  arguments  have  not  satisfied  the  malcontents; 
et  that  matters  little,  for  they  are  outvoted*  The  advantage  which 
onr  fri^  expects  his  connexion  to  derive  from  this  early  proof  of 
KMpUUance  and  lesson  in  business,  is  prodigious.  Ilis  principles

infknM)us  that  the  slightest  increSM  of  them  should  be  permitted,  even 
for  the  gratification  of  a  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Clasence.  What 
should  we  say  of  the  honesty  of  the  trader  who  made  presents  while 
he  talked  of  bankruptcy?  Gentlemen  in  the  House  of  Commons 
have  assured  us,  that  the  Royal  Couple  will  apply  the  grant  ex¬ 
torted  for  them  to  benevolent  purposes :  it  may  be  so,  but  there  is 
little  policy  in  making  beggars,  in  order  to  endow  charity.*  But,”  it 
is  asked,  **  What  are  nine  thousand  pounds  a-year?  will  they  impo¬ 
verish  the  nation  ?  will  that  tax,  divided  among  the  population,  be  > 
sensibly  felt?”  This  is  a  kind  of  reasoning,  the  use  of  which  is  con-^ 
fined  to  one  side — that  of  prodigality;  he' who  suffers  by  it  knows 
full  well  that  its  adoption  would  be  of  no  avail.  Let  us  imagine  a 
poor  wretch,  who  is  about  to  have  his  bed  sold  under  him  to  pay 
the  King's  taxes,  alleging  that  the  sum  is  very  small, — that  it  is  only 
thirty  shillings,  which  cannot*  be  missed  in  the  quarter's  revenue,—  . 
that  it  is  as  a  grain  of  sand  withheld  from  the  mighty  mass ;  **  and  for 


this  insignificant  addition,”  he  asks,  am  I  to  be  doomed  to  misery  ?* 


“  Oh,'*  the  Collector  would  answer,  **  if  every  body  were  allowed  the 
tame  plea,  what  would  become  of  the  finances  of  the  country  ?  *  Every 
mickle  makes  a  rauckle,'  as  the  Scotch  say.  You  must  pay,  or  be 
stripped  of  your  last  rag.

But  if  the  worst  comes  to  th  .  t 
worst,  you  are  in  luck,  for  the  Duke  of  Clarence  lives  hard  by,  and  he  ‘ 
has  just  got  a  grant  which  he  designs  to  expend  in  charily ;  and  if  he  * 
hears  that  your  bed  has  been  sold  to  pay  the  taxes,  who  knows  but  he  , 
may  send  you  a  trifle. 

Pauper, — **  That  is  only  just,  for  I  suppose  that  some  part  of  that  . 
grant  enters  into  this  very  demand  on  me.*'  ^  f 

Collector, — “  Lord  love  you!  no — nothing  to  speak  of;  it's  a  frac¬ 
tion,  a  trifle  scarcely  perceptible.

We  must  gather  by  grains  to  scatter  by  ^ 
handfuls.  The  Duke's  additional  income,  God  bless  him  1  is  too  ^ 
small  to  be  felt  in  the  burthens  of  the  country,  and  the  grant  of  it  has  > 
been  a  great  gratification  to  his  Royal  Highness.”

Lord  ALTnoap  observed,  that  although  he  had  originally  opposed  the 
greet,  yet,  having  failed  on  that  oceasioii,  he  had  not  voted  in  any  of  the 
iahsf  fjw nf  diirwinni  upon  the  Bill.  He  put  h  to  his  Noble  Friend  whether, 
as  k  was  evident  the  aujority  of  the  House  was  favourable  to  the  Bill,  it 
did  not  take  from  thx  oeacb  thus  to  persist  in  opposition  to  a  measure 
which,  however  oMecdonable,  was  not  so  important  as  to  require  a  hostility 


(Lord  Althorp)  should  abstain  from  voting.*’ 

We  would  ask  Lord  Althorp  to  explain  what  the  grace  is  to  which 
be  alludes.  We  see  nothing  but  disgrace  to  all  the  parties  concur¬ 
ring  in  so  unprincipled  a  proceeding.  But  there  is  a  case  in  point  in 
the  conduct  of  the  Dog  in  the  Fable,  which  first  fought  manfuity,  op 
rather  dogfolly,  in  defence  of  his  master’s  dinner,  when  it  was  attacked 
by  other  dogs,  but  finding  hit  resistance  vain,  ceased  to  oppose,  and 
Joined  in  the  robbery^This  dog  would  doubtless  have  argued,  that 
further  oppesitioo  would  have  taken  from  the  grace  of  the  treat.  So 
he  said  grace,  and  fell  to  with  the  rest  of  the  company,  like  a  good 
CfofiMian. 

MEETING  OF  THE  ENGLISH  CATHOUCS. 

PTA  BMetiog  of  British  Catholics  took  place  on  Monday,  at  the  Crown  and 
Anchor  Tavern,  which  was  crowded  to  cicess  :  the  Duke  of  No  a  pole  was 
in  the  Chair,  and  in  a  sensible  speech  announced  the  object  for  which  they 
had  met.  He  congratulated  them  on  the  progreH  of  liberal  opinions,  for 
though  their  Claims  had  been  rejected  by  a  uuqority  of  four  in  the  House 
of  Commons,  there  was  no  doubt  that,  could  all  the  Memliers  have  attended 
ou  that  occasion,  the  majority  would  have  been  in  their  favour;  and  in  the 
manufacturing  districts,  in  which  the  people  had  better  means  of  inlbr> 
malioB  than  in  the  agricultural,  their  cause  was  making  rapid  ad? antes,  for 
there  the  stones  of  **  bloody  Mary,”  the  ”  fires  of  Smithneld,”  and  other 
hobgoblin  details  with  which  the  minds  of  the  ignorant  were  enthralled, 
wece  properly  appreciated.  The  rights  of  the  Catholics  in  fact  involved 
those  of  tne  Protestants,  for  the  liberties  of  all  classes  were  insecure  under 
laws  which  v’loliied  civil  and  religious  liberty.  (Cheers.) — The  Duke  then 
noticed  a  char^  brought  by  Mr  Peel,  in  tlie  late  debate,  that  the  Catliolica 
had  omitted  in  their  school*books  the  second  Commandment,  thereby 
inferring  that  they  countenanced  idolatory.  He  contended  and  proved^ 
that  this  charge  was  not  only  groundleu,  but  that  the  Commandments  were 
exactly  the  same  in  the  two  churches,  Protestant  and  Catholic,  and  he 
thought  that  Mr  Peel  had  not  acted  on  this  occasion  with  his  accustomed 
fairness. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  moved  to  Mr  Blount,  the  Catholic  Secretary,  for 
his  excellent  conduct  in  that  office,  when  that  Gentleman  addressed  the 
meeting  in  an  energetic  speech,  in  which  he  contended  that  nothing  could 
poflibly  lie  more  bortile  to  freedom  tikan  to  deprive  a  man  of  bis  cinl  rights 
for  a  cooscieutious  adherence  to  bis  religious  opinions.  (  Ckeers.)  He  denied 
that  the  object  of  the  Catholics  was  to  overturn  the  Protestant  Establish¬ 
ment,  and  mwed  that  if  they  were  deskous  of  doing  so,  the  admtsrioo  of 
a  few  CathoKc  Members  inlo  the  British  Parliament  eould  not  possibly 
effect  such  object,  altlmugli  they  had  the  additional  aid  of  Prince  liohenloe 
himself  I  (iMughter.) 

The  Hon.  Mr  Pxrax  ralle  1  the  atlenfion  of  the  meeting  to  the  cheering 
fact,  that  the  canse  of  the  Catholics  was  advocated  in  Parliament  by  the 
nnal  distioguished  Memliers, — s  fact  which  showed  that  they  had  no  sort 
of  reeaon  fi^  despair.  He  noticed  with  reproliation  the  illiberal  and  false 
aipersioos  thrown  upon  the  Catholics  by  tne  Protestant  Clergy,  and  dwelt 
wuh  much  force  upon  the  absurdity  of  the  charge  brought  against  them, — 
thMIheiu  was  lie  lelyiag  upon  their  oaths, — by  men  who  had  no  sort  of 

in  availing  themselves  of  such  oaths  in  Courts  of  Justice,  when¬ 
ever  it  was  necessary  for  their  own  interests !  (//ear,  hear  /)  He  spoke 
ufon  hi  terms  of  approbation  of  tha  great  aid  given  to  llieir  cause  by  the 
TVoee,  Oioke,  and  ether  portions  of  tlw  liberal  press;  and  alluded  to  the 
rpnMitiiin  of  Mr  UUnoo  White,  who  had  abandoned  the  Catholic 
ratfion  for  tha  ProlMtant,  and  thus  efotaiaed  church  preferment  and  the

”  By  no  means ;  for  they  have  neither  life  nor  sense,  nor  power  to  hear  • 
help  us.” — This  was  tbe  doctrine  taught  to  the  Catholic  child,  and  by  a 
disDonest  misrepresentation  of  which  the  Right  Honourable  Gentle^ 
sought  to  snatch  a  decirion  agrinst  the  liberties  and  privileges  of  7,010  Qoi 
of  his  fellow-subjects.

still  desire  that  Ireland  should  be  a  source  of  weakness  instead  of  strenpb* 
whether  they  are  anxious  to  retain  that  country  for  ever  in  a  state  of  dit-’ 
content  ancf  military  subjection ;  and,  in  fine,  whether  they  are  resoiwd 
that,  among  the  nations  of  Europe,  England  shall  afford  a  perpetual  eunph 
of  bigotry  which  must  be  hailed  by  her  enemies  as  an  omen  of  weaknea, 
and  regaraed  by  her  friends  as  a  blot  upon  her  fame  t 

**  That  we  most  sincerely  and  most  cordially  sympathize  with  our  fellov. 
sufferers  in  Ireland,  under  this  new  and  grievous  affliction.  We  consider 
the  religious  persecution  now  carrying  on  in  that  country  as  wholly  aUn- 
butable  to  the  influence  of  a  penal  c^e,  which  makes  it  the  paramoust 
interest  of  one  party  to  maintain  an  ascendancy  over  the  other ;  we  are 
firmly  persuaded  that  if  the  passions  were  calmed,  and  the  interests  af 
every  class  were  amalgamated  by  equal  laws,  tbe  present  lamentable  dis. 
cord  would  cease,  and  persons  of  every  religious  denomination  would  be 
linked  t^ether  in  the  bonds  of  peace  and  go^  will.  Let  those  who  doult 
this  position  look  for  the  proof  or  it  to  the  various  states  of  Europe  in  whkk 
Catholics  and  Protestants  are  confounded  in  a  community  of  interest  by  u 
equality  of  rights. 

**  That  we  cannot  too  forcibly  impress  on  tbe  minds  of  our  Protestant 
countrymen  the  cruel  and  humiliating  degradations  to  which  we,  as  pro¬ 
fessors  of  the  Catholic  reli^on,  are  constantly  reduced  under  the  existiig 
penal  laws,  reproached  with  idolatry  in  our  worship,  superstition  in  ov 
tenets,  and  slavery  in  our  principles,  our  solemn  oaths  and  declarations  dis¬ 
regarded,  yet  sharing,  in  common  with  our  Protestant  countrymen,  tbe 
burdens  of  the  state  and  tbe  dangers  of  the  field,  whilst  the  avenues  to 
honourable  ambition  and  profit  are  closed  against  us.

mony  and  intolerance  of  their  opposition  on  our  lately  bringing  before  Par¬ 
liament  the  grievances  of  the  Catholic  people  of  this  kingdom,  and  espwially 
the  bitterness  and  hatred  exhibited  in  their  own  acts  and  petitions  in  tbs 
saine  respect,  do  solemnly  protest  a^nst  such  conduct  as  uncharitable  tod 
anti-Cbnstian  on  their  part,  and  as  leading  to  a  renewal  of  those  fanatical 
and  religious  excesses  which  prevailed  in  the  worst  periods  of  Engisnd’* 
and  Ireland’s  history — which  set  all  law  of  God  and  man  at  defiance,  sod 
eventually  upturned  the  foundations  of  civil  and  religious  society  by  bring* 
lag  a  monarch  to  the  scaffold,  abolishing  the  hierarchy,  and  annihilsting  tba 
real  liberties  of  the  people  ia  giving  way  to  licentiousness.”

uot  feel  alarmed,  and  that  he  bad  perfect  confidence  in  the  attention  given 
to  his  case,  and  the  skill  of  his  medical  advisers ;  but  that  he  knew  that 
tlie^  might  entertain  apprehensions,  which  they  would  consider  it  their  pro- 


fore  remain  ignorant  of  that  which  ought  not  to  he  conc'ealed  from  him,  and 
which  he  trusted  he  sliould  learn  without  apprehension,  although  he  did  not 
deny  that  he  should  learn  it  with  regret,  liiat  there  were  duties  to  be  per¬ 
formed,  and  arrangements  to  be  made,  which  ought  not  to  be  deferred  to 
the  last  moment,  and  he  fell  that  it  was  due  to  his  character  and  station,  to 
his  comfort,  and  even  to  his  feelings  on  tliis  subject,  that  he  should  not  be 
taken  by  surprise  upon  so  serious  an.  occasion,  lie  considered  it  probable 
that  the  physicians  would  be  less  reserved  with  me  than  with  him and  ^ 
he  charged  me,  if  1  should  learn  from  tliem  directly,  or  should  have  reason 
to  draw  such  inference  from  any  expression  that  mi^ht  drop  from  them^ 
that  his  situation  had  become  one  of  danger,  not  to  withhold  such  know¬ 
ledge  from  him.  lie  appealed  to  me  on  this  occasion  for  an  act  of  friend¬ 
ship— he  would  add  for  the  dischar^  nf  a  duty,  which  he  claimed  from  the 
person  who  had  been  with  him  anu  enjoyed  his  confidence  during  so  many 
years;  he  called  upon  me  to  promise  that  I  would  perform  it  whenever 
the  period  should  arrive  to  which  he  alluded  ;  and  he  desired  me  to  bear  in 
mind,  that  he  wished  me  to  deal  by  him  as  lie  was  certain  1  should  desire, 
under  similar  circumstances,  to  be  dealt  with.  I  made  the  promise  without 
hesitation,  and  it  was  received  with  a  warm  expression  of  thanks,  and  an 
affectionate  pressure  of  the  hand. 

.  **  His  Royal  Highness  returned  from  Brighton  on -the  afternoon  of  tho 
26th  of  Augiut,  to  the  Duke  of  Rutland’s  house,  in  Arlington-street,  hav¬ 
ing  come  in  five  and  a  half  hours.  He  did  not  seem  much  fatigued,  looked 
well  in  the  countenance,  and  conversed  cheerfully  with  Sir  Henry  Torrent 
and  me,  who  were  in  waiting  to  receive  him. 

**  He  afterwards  told  me  that  his  strength,  sleep,  and  appetite  bad  im¬ 
proved,  but  that  the  medicines  he  had  taken  had  ceaaed  to  have  the  desired 
effect  in  checking  the  progress  of  the  main  disorder ;  and  that  he  had  there¬ 
fore  returned  to  town  earlier  than  had  been  intended,  in  order,  as  he 
understood,  to  try  some  change  of  treatment,  which  he  apprehended  might 
be  tapping.  This  was  an  unpleasant  hearing,  though  it  did  not  alarm  him. 
He  was  determined  to  keep  up  his  spirits.  He  knew  hit  situation  was  a 
serious  one,  but  he  had  no  doubt,  please  God,  he  should  recover,  though  ha 
feared  his  recovery  would  be  a  work  of  time.  He  then  proceeded  very  quimly 
to  official  business,  but  Mr  Maegregor  coming  in,  be,  in  the  most  c^m  and 
collected  manner,  questioned  him  before  me,  very  closely,  as  to  hit  state, 
beginning  by  these  words — Tell  me  honestly,  do  you  consider  me  in 
danger  Y*  **  Not  in  imm$diMte  danger,”  was  the  answer.  **  But,”  said 
hU  Royal  Highness,  **  you  do  consider  my  situation  to  be  one  not  free 
from  danger  V*  Mr  Maegregor  admitted  it  to  be  by  no  means  free  from 
danger,  but  proceeded  to  state  the  grounds  which  justified  his  medical 
attendants  in  indulging  hopes  that  his  Royal  Highness  might  look  forward 
to  a  favourable  issue.  Mr  Maegregor’s  answer  produced  forther  questions, 
all  put  with  a  view  to  obtain  positive  and  accurate  inforroatiun  as  to  the 
extent  of  the  danger,  ami  he  concluded  by  thanking  Mr  Maegregor  for  the 
fair  manner  in  which  he  bad  met  them,  and  by  saying,  **  I  know  now  what 
I  wUhed  to  know,  and  I  shall  be  able  to  govern  myself  by  that  knowledge.’* 
During  the  whole  of  this  conversation,  which  was  of  some  length,  his  maso 
ner  was  firm  and  collected,  though  very  serious,  his  voice  free  from  agita¬ 
tion;  his  questions  were  put  quietly  at  intervals,  as  if  well  considered  by  a 
man  who  was  determined  te  ascertain  his  own  situation,  and  his  words 
were  measured.  He  afterwards  desired  me  to  repeat  what  Mr  Maegregor 
had  said,  as  I  understood  it,  that  he  might  be  satisfied  he  had  not  mistal^ii 
him.  I  did  so ;  and  he  observed  that  he  alio  had  so  understood  him,  but 
that  he  did  not  augur  from  it  that  his  case  was  hopeless ;  which  impression 
I  confirmed.  He  expressed  an  earnest  hope  that  the  symptoms  of  hit  dis¬ 
order  were  not  generally  known  or  talked  of. 

On  Sunday,  the  27tb  of  August,  hit  Royal  Highness  again  spoke  to  ma 
very  quietly,  in  regard  to  his  situation,  and  told  me  that  although  not 
alarmed,  and  although  he  had  heard  nothing  that  should  shake  his  hopes 
of  ultimate  recovery,  he  could  not  conceal  from  himself  that  his  situation  * 
called  for  serious  contemplation.  Whatever  might  be  the  rosult,  them 
would  be  time  for  serious  arrangements,  and  the  settlement  of  his  sfTairs, 
but  there  was  one  duty  he  did  not  wish  to  defer ;  he  felt,  indeed,  thot  It 
ought  not  to  be  deferred  until  it  should  seem  to  be  impo^  by  t  convic¬ 
tion  of  immediate  danger,  and  resorted  to  when  hope  had  ceased  to  exist. 
He  had,  therefore,  determined  to  take  the  Sacrament  upon  an  early  day, 
and  to  request  his  friend,  the  Bishop  of  London,  to  administer  it  to  him  ; 
but  he  was  anxious  that  this  should  not  be  known,  as  the  alarm  would  bn 
sounded,  and  various  interpretations  would  be  put  upon  an  act,  which  waa 
one  of  duty,  resorted  to  on  principle,  and  not  from  apprehension  or  affec¬ 
tation  ;  he,  therefore,  directed  ms  to  see  the  Bishop  of  Jiondon,  and  request 
him  to  come  to  him  on  the  following  Tuesday,  at  twelve.  He  desired  that 
I  would  explain  to  him  his  desire  that  the  attendance  should  be  (|uiet,  and 
not  excite  observation  ;  that  he  wishod  the  service  to  be  simply  that  ef  the 
Communion,  as  he  did  not  now  apply  to  him  for  bis  attendance  at  upon  t 
sick  person.  He  also  derired  me  to  m  present,  and  to  take  the  Sacrament 
with  him.  He  told  me  that  he  had  well  contidefed  of  this  act.  He  wan 
sure  that,  under  any  circumstances ,  it  would  tend  to  bis  satisfaetion,  emn« 
fort,  asd  relief,  and  that  be  ought  not  to  postpone  it.  I  went  to  tin

We  congratulate  the  inhabitants  on  the  spirit  with  which  they 
irry  on  their  measures  for  the  emancipation  of  the  parish  from  the 
TTiponsible  and  arbitrary  power  of  a  self-constituted  Select  Vestry. 
Several  of  the  parishioners  proceeded  on  Tuesday  to  the  Vestry-room, 
id  demanded  admission.  The  door  was  guarded  outside  by  two  beadles, 
le  watchhouse-keeper,  and  a  street-keeper,  there  were  two  Bow  street 
itrol  in  attendance.  Six  parishioners  went  in  ;  and  three  of  them,  Messrs 
homas.  Walker,  and  Juggins,  when  inside,  refusing  to  leave  the  room 
oJen  compelled  by  force,  Nott,  one  of  the  beadles,  was  called  in  by  the 
hairmaa  (Mr  Richardson,)  and  ordered  to  thrust  them  out ;  which  he  did 
1 1  gentle  manner.  , 

The  follomng  dialogue  took  place  before  the  expulsion,  between  one  of 
le  i^ihioners,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Vestry  B^rd. 

What  b  your  business  here  ? 

Parishioner — I  come  to  claim  my  right,  at  common  law,  as  paying  "  scot 
ad  lot,”  of  attending  and  voting  at  all  Vestries. 

CxAiRMAx— That  right,  we  say,  you  have  not,  and  we  shall  not  allow 
CM  to  remain. 

Parishioner— If  you  can  produce  any  Act  of  Parliament  by  which  I  am 
>  be  excluded,  I  shall  retire ;  but  1  conceive  any  parishioner  has  a  right

The  Duke*s 
deportment  was  serious  as  became  the  oc'casion,  but  6rm,  and  quite  free 
from  agitation.

When  1  returned  to  the  Duke  of  York, 
be  Speared  more  affected,  and  he  assured  me  that  he  felt  a  comfort  and 
relief  which  be  could  not  describe,  and  that,  whatever  might  be  the  issue  of 
his  illness,  be  had  done  what  be  ought  to  do.  That  he  could  now  attend  to 
other  matters  with  increased  composure.  In  the  afternoon,  when  I  saw 
him  again,  he  expressed  to  me  now  much  he  bad  been  pleased  with  the 
Bishop  of  Loodon^s  mild  and  encouraging  discourse.  That  be  had  stated 
to  his  Lordship  unreservedly  that  he  knew  his  situation  to  be  a  very  serious, 
though  be  trusted  not  a  hopeless  one,  but  that  he  did  not  choose  to  pMtpone 
a  duty  which  he  conceived  ought  to  be  performed  while  he  was  in  full 
possession  of  bis  faculties,  which  might  yield  to  disease  sooner  than  he  was 
aware  of.  That  he  bad,  in  the  course  of  his  life,  faced  death  in  various 
shapes,  and  was  now  doomed  to  view  its  approach  in  a  slow  and  lingering 
form.  That  be  did  not  deny  that  he  should  resign  his  existence  with 
regret,  though  he  felt  no  alarm ;  he  admitted  that  his  life  had  not  been 
pure,  that  t^re  had  been  much  in  his  course  he  wished  had  been  other¬ 
wise*  He  had  not  thought  so  seriously  ou  some  subjects  as  he  might  have 
dene,  still  be  had  endeavoured  to  discharge  his  public  duties  correctly. 
He  had  forborne  from  injuring  or  deceiving  any  one,  and  he  felt  in  peace 
and  charity  with  ail.  Under  these  circumstances  be  hoped  be  might  look 
with  oooi^oce  to  mercy,  through  the  meriu  of  bis  Redeemer,  and 
he  had  appealed  to  him  (the  Bishop)  on  this  occasion,  not  only  to  receive 
the  confasioo  of  his  uoworthiness,  but  to  administer  that  comfort  which  his 
situation  required.  Ihat  bis  relisnce  and  bis  faith  in  the  Christian  Religion 
were  firm  and  decided,  and  that  his  adherence  to  the  pure  doctrine,  pro¬ 
fessed  and  established  in  this  country,  was  unshaken  as  it  had  ever  been, 
'ilial,  as  he  had  declared  these  sentiments  in  a  political  discussion  of  the

the  duties  which  he  still  had  to  perform.  In  the  course  of  the  day,  they 
yielded  to  my  representations,  and  authorised  me^  to  avail  myself  of  uy 
opening  which  his  Royal  Highness  might  give  me  to  make  him  sensible  d 
the  increased  anxiety  and  alarm  which  I  had  observed  in  his  physiciaui, 

**  I  saw  bis  Royal  Highness  at  five  o'clock.  He  gave  me  the  desin4 
opportunity  at  once,  by  asking  what  the  doctors  said  of  him.  I  spoke  ta 
him  as  h^  been  agreed  with  Sir  Henry  Halford,  adding,  that  my  ovt 
anxiety  and  tbe  uneasiness  1  had  already  expressed  to  him,  had  led  me  to 
watch  the  physicians,  and  to  endeavour  to  extract  from  khem  what  their 
real  opinion  was,  but  that  they  were  cautious,  and  were  evidently  unwiW 
ling  to  authorise  me  to  express  their  alarm.  I  could  not,  however,  forgq 
his  Royal  Highness's  appeal  to  me  in  Audley  square,  nor  tbe  pledge  1  had 
given  him ;  that  I  knew  his  Royal  Highness  did  not  wish  to  be  taken  by 
surprise ;  that  I  felt  he  ought  not  to  be  taken  by  surprise  ;  and  tbcre(»f 
1  had  considered  it  my  duty  to  disclose  to  him  the  uneasiness  I  felt.  Ho 
listened  with  composure,  and  without  betraying  any  agitation,’  but  asked 
me  whether  the  danger  was  immediate,  whether  it  was  a  question  of  dtp, 
I  repeated  that  I  was  not  authorised  to  say  so,  and  I  trusted  it  was  not* 
He  said — **  God's  will  be  done.  I  am  not  afraid  of  dying.  I  trust  I  hav« 
done  my  duty ;  I  have  endeavoured  to  do  so :  1  know  that  my  faults  hate 
been  many,  but  God  is  merciful ;  his  ways  are  inscrutable ;  I  bow  with 
submission  to  his  will.  1  have  at  least  not  to  reproach  niyself'witb  not 
having  done  all  1  could  to  avert  this  crisis ;  but  I  own  it  has  come  upoa 
me  by  surprise.  I  knew  that  my  case  had  not  ceased  to  be  free  from 
danger ;  I  have  always  been  told  so,  but  I  did  not  su^ct  immediaU 
danger,  and,  had  I  b^n  a  timid  or  a  nervous  roan,  the  effect  might  bam 
been  trying.  1  trust  I  have  received  this  communication  with  becomiig 
resolution."  I  observed  that  I  had  not  for  many  days  seen  his  Koyal 
Highness  more  free  from  nervous  agitation,  and  that  I  had  not  beeu  diu^ 
pointed  in  my  expectation  that  he  would  bear  this  communication  as  be  (ud 
that  which  I  had  been  called  upon  to  make  to  him  at  Brighton.  He 
desired  me  to  feel  his  pulse,  which  was  low,  but  even  and  steady.  He  tbet 
put  various  questions  to  me,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  causes  of  what 
he  considered  so  sudden  a  change  in  his  state.  1  accounted  for  it  by  what 
I  had  learnt  from  the  physicians,  and  ended  by  repeating  that  I  bad  felt  it 
my  duty,  however  painful,  to  speak  out.  He  thanked  me,  gave  me  bis  bod, 
and  said  I  had  acted  as  I  ought,  and  as  he  expected ;  but  he  pressed  on 
again  to  state  **  what  was  tbe  extent  of  the  danger,  and  whether  ima— 
diate?'^  I  repeated,  that  I  had  been  assured  it  was  not  immediate.  "  Who' 
ther  his  case  was  without  hope  of  recovery  V*  I  gave  no  decided  siuwer, 
but  said,  that  1  could  not  extract  from  the  physicians  any  positive  opioios, 
but  that  their  language  was  not  encouraging.  He  said,  **  I  understud 
you ;  1  may  go  on  for  a  short  time,  but  may  end  rapidly :  God’s  will  hi 
done— -I  am  resigned.'*  He  then  called  for  his  oflicial  papers,  and  tnsi* 
acted  his  business  with  composure  and  his  usual  attention.  He  aftcrwirdi 
resumed  tbe  previous  painful  subject.  I  spoke  to  him  about  his  privali 
papers,  and  he  confirniM  some  of  the  directions  previously  g^ven  to  me  upoa 
that  aubj^t.  He  then  spoke  most  kindly,  took  me  again  by  the  haad.  sad 
said,  **' Thank  you ;  God  bless  you."  I  had  hitherto  succeeded  in  coeli*4- 
ling  my  feelings,  but  I  could  do  so  no  longer,  and  1  left  tbe  room. 

On  tbe  28th,  he  was  weaker,  having  had  a  very  indifferent  ni^bt. 
pbysiciaiM  tolff  me,  that  his  Royal  Highness’s  state  was  becoming  didy 
more  critical,  amd  that  it  was  desirable  that  I  should  avail  myself  of 
opportunity  which  might  offer,  of  drawing  his  Royal  Highness's  altenli^ 
to  the  Becesaty  of  settling  his  affairs.  1  embraced  it  that  very  day,  »» 
proposed  to  hiao  to  aeod  for  bis  aolicitor,  Mr  Parkinson ;  to  which  be  agwso 
"  Hit  Roynl  Highness  taw  Mr  Parkinson  on  the  36th,  and  signM  fei 
wilL  He  alterwai^  saw  the  Bishop  of  London,  who  haul  at  all  tlross 
admisaion  to  hiq  Royal  llighneu,  and  had  had  firoqnent  oenverantioos  ««■ 
him  in  tbe  course  of  hia  iltneaa ;  and  the  result  of  this  interview  was,  ^ 
his  Royal  Highness  should  take  the  Sacrament  on  tbe  38Ui,  whidi  his  Eo^ 
Highness  asentioned  to  roe  aAerwards,  adtfimg,  tlmt  be  meant  to  ad® 
Prinetm  Soohia  to  take  it  with  him.  1  «w  him  eg^  in  Iho  ovante  ** 
he  appenynd  very  cbetHuL  Oa the 27Ui|  bn appeemd  Vet®  eedyli® 
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to  the  window,  wis  quite  himself,  and  asked  whether  the  day  was  not  a 
frost ;  which  was  the  case.  He  became  slightly  delirious  at  20  minutes  p^t 
one,  and  other  symptoms  had  become  more  alarming.  Still  he  was  quite 
sensible  at  intervals. 

**  1  heard  at  six  on  the  following  morning  (the  3d),  from  Mr  MacGregor, 
that  notwithstanding  a  restless  and  uncomfortable  night,  his  Royal  Highness 
had  rallied,  and  appeared  then  stronger,  more  inclined  to  talk,  and  to  t^e 
nourishment,  than  he  had  been  on  the  preceding  day,  and  that  it  was  im> 
possible  to  calculate  when  the  crids  would  arrive.  His  pulse  had  also  be¬ 
come  more  steady.  Hie  other  medical  attendants  confirmed  this  at  a  late 
hour,  and  observe  that  his  Royal  Highness*s  extraordinary  powers  of  coo-  * 
stitution  and  tenacity  of  life  dened  all  calculation. 

**  Towards  the  evening,  his  Royal  Highness  showed  symptoms  of  return¬ 
ing  strength  ;  and  the  physicians  report^  to  his  Majesty,  that  he  continued 
in  the  same  state,  without  appearance  of  immediate  dissolution,  but  without 
hope. 

**  His  Royal  Highness  passed  a  very  restless  night,  with  occasional 
attacks  of  faintness  and  spasm.  His  breathing  had  beirome  more  difficult, 
his  pulse  more  feeble  and  irregular,  but  yet  there  were  no  symptoms  of 
rapidly  approaching  dissolution.  He  took  some  slight  nourishment  occa-

-  morning  of  the  28th.  his  Royal  Highness  appeared  very  weak, 

mA  ^  some  atucks  of  nervous  faintness,  which,  together  with  other  un- 
^n«nlle  symptoms,  satisfied  the  physicians  that  the  danger  was  becom- 
ITom  imminent.  The  Bishop  of  London  came  at  twelve,  and  desired 
!L  three  persons  should  assist  at  the  holy  ceremony,  and  proposed  that 
“^Henry  Halford  and  I  should  be  added  to  the  Princess  Sophia ;  which 
ra,  mentioned  to  his  Royal  Highness,  who  readily  agr^.  Upon  this 
came  publicly,  and  put  on  his  robes.  His  Royal  Highness  was 
■ite  composed,  and  nothing  could  exceed  his  pious  attention  and  calm 
etotionthi^hout  the  solemn  ceremony.  He  repeated  the  prayers  and 
lade  the  responses  in  a  firm  voice.  Part  of  the  prayers  for  the  sick  were 
5id,  butlhe^rvice  was,  at  the  suggestion  of  Sir  H.  Halford,  the  short  scr- 
ice.'  The  Bishop  was  very  much  affected,  particularly  when  pronouncing 
it  concluding  blessing.  The  Princess  Sophia  supported  herself  wonder- 
illy  throughout  the  trying  scene,  and  the  Duke  was  quite  free  from  agita- 
ioo.  After  the  service  was  over,  he  kissed  his  sister,  and  shook  hands 
•ost  affectionately  with  the  Bishop,  Sir  H.  Halford,  and  ^me,  thanking  us, 
iid  u  if  taking  leave  of  all.  His  lloyal  Highness  sent  for  me  again  in  the 
tfternoon,  and  went  through  some  official  business,  to  which  he  appeared 
luite  equal.  He  expressed  great  satisfaction  at  having  taken  the  Sacra- 
icDt,  and  told  me  that  the  Princess  Sophia  had  staid  with  him,  and  borne 
ip  to  the  last  moment.  He  then  asked  me,  whether  his  Physicians  thought 
Duch  worse  of  him ;  he  really  felt  better.  I  replied,  they  considered  his 
litaatioD  as  having  become  more  doubtful  than  it  had  been,  but  that  they 
lad  not  at  any  time  authorised  me  to  say  his  case  was  hopeless.  He  ob> 
erred  that  he  thought  it  was  wrong  to  abandon  hope,  or  to  despair,  but, 
letting  aside  that  feeling,  he  was  resigned  to  God’s  will.  He  asked  whe¬ 
ther  1  bad  any  more  papers  requiring  consideration,  as  he  felt  quite  as 
equal  to  business  as  he  bad  been  for  two  or  three  months  past,  and  he 
wished  none  to  be  intemipted  or  superseded. 

**  On  the  29th,  his  Royal  Highness,  after  passing  a  tolerable  night,  ap¬ 
peared  better.  He  had  taken  some  nourishment,  and  his  pulse  was  steady. 
He  Knt  for  me  soon  after  ten,  and  spoke  veryneriously  of  bis  situation,  but 
without  alarm  or  agitation.  He  appeared  very  desirous  of  extracting  very 
direct  and  unreserved  answers ;  often  fixed  his  eye  upon  me,  as  if  to  search 
my  thoughts,  and  made  me  change  my  position,  tnat  he  might  see  me 
better.  I  appeared  not  to  notice  this,  but  kept  up  the  conversation  for  an 
hour  and  a  half,  on  various  subjects  of  business,  &c.  This  succeeded,  and 
he  gradually  became  more  at  his  ease.  His  Majesty  came  at  two,  and  staid 
an  hour  with  his  Royal  Highness.  His  Majesty  thought  him  looking  better 
and  stronger  than  on  the  27th,  but  this  was  the  last  time  he  saw  him,  his 
Majesty’s  own  indisposition  having  disappointed  his  anxious  wish  to  have 
come  again  to  him.* 

**  1  learnt  early  in  the  morning  of  the  30th,  that  his  Royal  Highness  had 
had  HMne  sleep,  but  that  he  appeared  much  weaker,  and  that  there  were 
other  indications  of  increasing  danger.  He  sent  for  me  at  half-past  ten.  I 
wu  extremely  shocked  at  the  extraordinary  change  which  had  taken  place 
iBone  night,  or  rather  since  the  preceding  morning  at  the  same  hour.  He 
appeared  extremely  feeble,  and  under  great  uneasiness  from  pain,  but  other-

which  bis  pulse  was  hardly  perceptible,  but  he  rallied  again. 

**  Between  one  and  two,  Mr  Macgre^r  came  to  tell  me  that  his  Royal 
Highness  had  named  me  frequently,  and  at  last  made  them  understand  tnat 
he  wished  to  see  roe.  1  immediately  went  to  him.  I  found  him  dreadfully 
chauged,  very  feeble,  much  oppressed,  and  evidently  unable  to  distinguish 
objects  clearly.  Batchelor  named  roe  to  him,  and  1  sat  down  close  by  his 
right  side.  He  looked  at  me  with  a  kind  smile,  took  me  by  the  hand,  and 
I  told  him  I  had  not  left  the  house  since  I  had  last  seen  him.  He  asked 
me  with  difficulty,  and  in  a  faint  though  steady  voice,  whether  Colonel  Ste¬ 
phenson  was  in  the  house.  I  said  he  was,  and  asked  whether  he  wished  to 
see  him  ;  he  nodded  assent, and  I  immediately  sent  for  him.  Colonel  Stephen¬ 
son  went  to  his  left  side*;  but  as  his  Royal  Highness  could  not  see  him,  I 
beckoned  to  him  to  come  to  the  right  side,  and  I  moved  back,  so  as  to 
enable  him  to  come  close  up,  while  I  supported  his  Royal  Highness,  by 
placing  my  hand  against  the  pillow,  behind  his  back.  He  then  gave  hia 
hand  to  Col.  Stephenson.  After  some  interval,  during  which  his  Royal 
Highness  breathed  with  great  difficulty,  and  was  very  faint,  au<l  during 
which  Batchelor  bathed  his  temples  with  Cologne  water,  be  collected  hit 
strength,  and  said  in  a  steady,  firm  tone  of  voice,  but  to  low  as  to  be  hardly 
audible,  to  Colonel  Stephenson,  **  I  am  now  dying.**  After  this,  he  dropped 
his  head,  and  his  lips  moved  for  about  a  minute,  as  if  in  prayer.  He  tnen 
looked  at  us  ag^in,  and  appeared  to  wish  to  speak  ;  but  an  attack  of  faint¬ 
ness  came  on,  and  his  respiration  was  so  difficult,  and  he  seemed  so  weak 
and  exhausted,  that  1  thought  be  was  dying.  Batchelor  bathed  his  templet 
again,  and  he  rallied,  after  which  he  again  took  Colonel  Stephenson's  hand  , 
and  nodded  to  Batchelor;  who  told  us  be  meant  we  should  leaye  him. 

**  The  scene  was  most  affecting  and  trying,  but  yet  in  some  respects 
satisfactory,  as  it  showed  that  he  was  perfectly  aware  of  bis  situation, 
and  we  concluded  that  he  had  seen  us  together,  as  being  his  executors, 
and  meant  to  take  leave  of  us.  Towards  the  evening,  be  rallied  again,  and 
had  some  comfortable  sleep,  and  his  attendants  separated  under  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  liis  Royal  Ilighnets*s  life  would  be  prolonged  at  least  another 
night. 

**  In  the  course  of  that  night  he  had  so  serious  an  attack  of  faintness 
that  Mr  Maegregor  thought  he  would  not  have  recovered  from  it ;  but  he 
rallied  again  towards  the  morning  of  the  5th,  and  had  taken  some  nou¬ 
rishment.  The  breathing  had,  however,  become  extremely  difficult.  About 
1 1 ,  Mr  Simpson  came  to  me  to  say  that  the  symptoms  of  approaching  death 
had  came  on,  and  that  the  medical  attendants  wisiied  me  to  be  in  the  room 
adjoining  to  that  in  which  his  Royal  Highness  lay.  1  brought  in  the  Dukes 
of  Clarence  and  Sussex,  and  Colonel  Stephenson,  aud  we  continued  in  the 
room,  expecting  every  moment  to  be  called  in  by  the  medical  attendants 
(who  where  all  with  his  Royal  Highness)  to  witness  his  death.  Sir  Henry 
Ilalford  came  to  us  occasionally,  and  stated  that  his  Royal  Iliglimtss'i  pulse 
was  hardly  perceptible,  his  extremities  were  cold  ;  he  was  speechless,  and 
had  with  difficulity  swallowed  a  little  milk  and  rum.  but  nevertheleas 
appeared  to  retain  his  senses.  Of  this,  indeed,  he  gave  proof  at  twelve, 
for  Mr  Maegregor  came  in  to  say  that  his  Royal  Highneu  had  insisted  on 
having  his  legs  dressed  (which  they  naturally  wished  to  avoid  at  such  a 
period)  for  he  had  looked  at  him  several  times,  bad  pointed  at  the  clock, 
then  at  his  legs,  and  had  pushed  oft'  the  covering,  thus  showing  his  determi¬ 
nation  to  go  through  all  that  was  reouirtd  to  the  last  moment.  When  he 
found  that  hb  was  understood,  and  that  Mr  Maegregor  wia  preparing  for 
the  dreuing,  he  aignified  his  thanks  to  him  with  a  kind  smile,  threw  back 
his  head,  and  bar^y  noticed  anything  afterwards. 

llie  pulse  became  more  feeble,  the  attacks  of  faintnen  more  fr^uent, 
but  liis  Royal  Highneie  struggled  on,  and  between  eight  and  niiie  this  state 
appeared  so  likely  to  last  for  some  hours,  the  Duke  of  Clarence  was  per¬ 
suaded  to  go  home,  and  1  returned  to  my  room  to  answer  some  inrjuiries. 
At  twenty  minutes  past  nine,  Colooel  Stephenson  called  roe  out,  and  told 
me  that  he  was  in  toe  last  agonies.  I  hastened  down,  tnit  my  dear  roaster 
bsd  expired  before  I  could  resch  his  room,  end  I  hsd  the  comfort  of  learn¬ 
ing  that  hs  bsd  expired  without  soy  struggle  or  apparent  pain.  His  conn- 
tenance  indeed  confirmed  this ;  it  was  as  calm  as  poadble,  tad  quite  free 
from  any  distortion,  indead  it  almost  looked  as  if  he  bad  diad  with  a  troilt 
upon  it. — The  medical  attendaota,  t^  Duka  of  Soaaex,  Batchelor,  and  ano¬ 
ther  servant,  wars  in  tha  room,  looking  at  him  in  silaWy  UmI  with  oouul/e<* 
nances  strongly  exprmnve  of  their  feelings.

Traveli  m  Meaopotamia, 

Tars  additional  volume  of  Travels  by  Mr  Buckingham  derives  a 
particular  interest  from  two  leading  circumstances, — the  route  pur¬ 
sued  by  the  author  has  not  been  taken  by  anv  ^ropean  traveller 
since  the  days  of  Niebuhr,  and  bis  knowledge  of  Arabic  enabled  him 
to  assume  and  support  the  character  of  an  Arab,  and  consequently  to 
enjoy  many  oppqrtuokiet  of  gaining  a  view  of  society  and  manners 
which  can  scaio^y  be  enjoyed  by  an  European.  Mr  Buckingham 
Wfoi  in  a  caravan  from  Aleppo  through  Oifab,  the  Ur  of  the  Chal¬ 
dees,  the  Edctsa  of  the  Greeks,  and  the  reported  birth-place  of  the 
patriarch  Abraham.  There  he  contrived  to  reach  Diarbekr,  aecom- 
])anied  only  by  a  guide,  and  subsequently  regaining  the  caravan, 
accompaniM  it  to  Monsul ;  visited  the  ruins  of  Nineveh,  and  accom- 
paniedf  certain  Turkish  messengers  to  Bagdad ;  whence  he  visited  the 
rains  of  Babylon,  Seleucia,  Ctembon,  and  Arbela.  It  need  not  be 
remarked,  tliat  the  banks  of  the  Tigris  and  Euphrates,  as  the  earliest 
of  the  known  seats  of  civilization,  will  ahvays  prove  more  or  less 
objects  of  rational  interest.  The  names  of  Nineveh  and  Babylon  are 
also  so  associated  with  scriptural  recollections,  anything  ab^lutely 
new  in  relation  to  their  scite  and  vestiges  will  be  esteemed  important. 
Mr  Buckingham  assumes,  with  much  appearance  of  correctness,  the

consequence  to  the  aitient’aatiquary.  Mr  Buckingham  has  appended 
a  memoir  to  this'  volume,  containing  a  summary  account  of  his  treat¬ 
ment  by  the  Piddle  orTiddleton  family,  better  known  bv  the  surname 
of  Bankes.  Should  they  ever  reach  the  peen^e,  they  wifi  be  perfectly 
suited  with  a  title  from  their  own  e»taies.  l^liput  itself  could  not 
supply  a  finer  example  of  small  proceedings  than  this  account  con¬ 
tains.  By  the  ^e,  when  will  the  promised  Travels  of  the  ex-member 
of  t^  University  of  Cambridge  appear?  Certainly  not  so  suddenly 
as  his  airo'i  History  of  Home  disappeared.

Kriro’s  Theatre. 

Orcat  commotions  have  taken  place  at  this  theatre,  in  consequence 
of  Madame  Caradori's  refusal  to  play  in  Pietro  rEremita  the 
character  she  has  hitherto  supported,  since  the  secession  of  Madame 
iloRXi ;  the,  it  seems,  mainuining  her  right  to  what  bconsideiad  the 
principal  character,  which  the  Managers  liave  allotted  to  a  new  aspi- 
rania  bearing  the  singular  name  of  Giacimta  Tdso.  Our  old 
favourite  has  been  blan^  rather  roughly  for  her  conduct,  more  to 
than  she  appears  to  deserve.  If  Mr  Ebers  will  be  foolish  enough  to 
tmgige  actresses  at  high  salaries,  and  stipulate  that  they  should  only 
play  such  characters  as  they  themselves  dhoose,  on  his  head  must  be 
the  blame,  as  she  appears  to  have  kept  to  the  letter  of  her  agreement. 
What  she  jpoight  have  done  os  a  matter  of  feeling,  to  benefit  the 
MtablishiReDt,  or  to  aid  the  dcMt  of  Signora  Toso,  is  another  thing ; 
it  was  ooi  ia  the  bond,  and  it  is  well  known  that  tlie  last  tiling  to  m 
expected  from  theatricsd  ladies  is  gratitude  or  feeling  towards  those 
who  employ  them.  They  rely  on  public  favour,  and  think  it  will  bear 
them  throng  their  iquabblcs  as  it  haa  done  a  thousand  times  before. 
We  should  have  liked  Madame  CACADoai  much  better  if  the  had 
•hewn  a  little  liberality  towards  the  new  prima  damna^'  and  must 
remark,  we  have  often  done  before,  that  the  loses  half  her  charm 
wlicn  she  strives  to  fill  tlie  highest  ubces.  Her  physical  powers  will 
atwsyt  prevent  her  from  being  at  tne  pinnacle  of  fame,  but  if  she 
would  content  herself  ^tUi  a  lev^er  tiuinencc,  she  might  secure  it  to 
herself  with  scarcity  the  diaiice  of  a  rival. 

We  must  the  manner  ia  which  the  opera  has  been  announced 
mry  much  distncliaed  us  to  bear  it.  Having  heard  it  in  such  nsrbc- 
tioo  before,  to  ^  the  aames  of  Biaoioli,  OuiifLai,  and  Toaai. 
was  quite  sufficient  ia  deter  us,  had  not  our  cittioat  duties  prompted

Knmtt  for  the  bitters  and  acida  with  which  the  bills  threatsned  us. 

H,  alas  I  poor  Toso  was  by  no  means  ealeulated  to  do  this.  With 
w  fifufe  oveMop{diig  every  mao  on  the  ttegei  an  uufcmiidiie  and 


should  be  tender,  and  tceoie  wnen  it  snoutd  he  strong.  The  noifi 
follow  one  another  with  difficulty,  and  with  a  sort  of  magnetic  rvpoU 
sion,  each  remains  at  a  distance  from  its  neighbours,  to  the 
destruction  of  all  linked  sweetness.  We  therefore  recommend  % 
speedy  return  to  the  Conservatorio  at  Milan,  where  with  due  dili. 
gence,  and  some  years’  study,  she  might  become  a  tolerable  conoen. 
room  sioger ;  but,  as  she  cannot  abate  one  cubit  of  her  stature,  ga 
never  can  do  for  the  stage. 

With  the  exception  of  Zuchelli  and  Corioni,  who  both  sang  b 
the  most  finished  and  exquisite  manner,  we  never  saw  an  opera  lo 
disgracefully  performed ;  and  our  gratification  was  confined  to  one 
song  and  one  duet,  in  which  they  were  left  to  themselves,  as  throogb- 
ont  the  rest  of  the  opera  their  exertions  were  frustrated  by  the  abortire 
attempts  of  all  the  other  performers. 

The  ridiculous  farce  of  calling  for  Signora  Toso  was  got  up  at  the 
end  of  the  opera,  and  as  she  was  politicly  handed  in  by  Sipa 
Zuchelli,  all  the  applause  ^ven  to  him  on  tlie  occasion  of  bit 
lamented  departure  to  the  Continent,  of  course  will  be  placed  by  her 
'friends  to  the  account  of  her  atUinmenU.  X.

The  Sacred  Cantata  of  Weber  haa  been  IwIm  repeated  aioce  oar  )ir 
report,  and,  with  tlie  ebaraoterittio  of  good  muMO,haa  increased  in  faiaar 
at  each  tucceMive  hearing.  EvenUialiy  it  will  not  rank  among  ibt  fini 
of  iu  olaaa  {  but  it  haa  auch  decided  ofaima  jto  jaAcellenoe,  aa  allow  tba 
profundity  aa  well  aa  veraatUily  of  the  autbor’a  ppwera.  W«  disoover 
therein  that  the  mind  which  could  people  the  rf^pon  of  rpmanot  with 
creattooa  of  ita  own,  was  not  the  lean  visited  by  th#  divine  Uraoiai** 
and  that  the  gnnioa  which  could  invest  with  muaigRl  opoibinaUeM  ooa- 
ceptiona  congenial  with  those  of  a  Pouaaiif,  Salvator,  or  a  Bemgiiei, 
could  Alfft  raise  a  loftier  atrain,  and  excite  emotiona  akin  to  those  inspired 
by  the  ineffable  grandeur  of  a  Ravpabllu  or  Mici^EL  Aroelo*  ^  a 
devolioual  composition,  it  is  a  series  of  mot$itM%  opening  in  a  style  strictly 
apposite  and  imposing.  The  quartatt  preceding  the  final  cliorw  w. 
flowing  in  subject,  and  especially  copious  in  harmonies,  wbicli,  witboat 
being  forced,  convey  to  the  ear  a  sense  of  much  novelty.  This  roovemest 
roust  satisfy  the  severest  critic  in  church  music.  The  ingenuity  of  cos- 
trivaoce  In  the  fugacy  which  is  the  principal  feature  of  the  chorus,  cat 
hardly  be  excelled  {  the  introduction  in  the  first  phratp  of  the  fist 
seventh  enabling  tha  Composer  to  expatiate  at  will  in  mddqUtion.  The 
change  of  key  towards  the  conclusion  is  remarkably  effective,  sllhoui^ 
the  passage  itself  perhaps  has  too  mucli  the  appearance  of  sn  sfier* 
thought,  and  may  be  considered  expletive. 

The  good  Uste  of  Camporese  suggested,  a  few  seasons  ago,  the  revivil 
of  the  long-neglected  air  from  Gluck's  Orfeo,  “  Che  faro;**  and  we 
glad  to  see  Miss  pATOw  of  the  same  mind.  On  Friday  week  she  moc 
thia  delightful  melody,— which  may  be  supposed  tlie  lameutthit 
“  Drew  iron  tears  down  Pluto’s  cheek,**— 
with  evidently  a  genuine  feeling  of  its  beauty.  We  expect  it  will  be 
soon  repeated.*

rTheDuke  of  Devonshibe,  on  presenting  some  petitions  in  favour  of  the 
ktbolic  Claims,  deeply  lamented  that  they  had  bwn  reiected  by  the  other 
Noose,  and  were  not  even  to  be  taken  into  consideration  by  their  Lordships, 
rrbe  LoaqCHANCBLLOB  did  not  think  it  was  a  subject  for  regret,  as  the 
Utatioo  of  the  question  could  have  the  effect  only  of  raising  uneasiness 
^  the  minds  of  the  Protestants,  and  of  hopes  in  those  of  the  Catholics, 
^hidi  a  Protestant  King  and  Parliament  could  not  encourage.  The  subject 
hd  been  tried  and  exhausted.  The  Protestants  would  sacrifice  their  civil 
religious  liberties  by  yielding  to  such  claims  ^  and  after  what  had 
d  during  the  last  twelvemonth,  it  was  infinitely  more  diflSciilt  to 
e  them  than  it  was  three  years  ago.. 

Lord  La  NS  DOWN  observed,  that  remedies  for  the  removal  of  the  evils 
8sed  by  the  disabilities  under  which  the  Catholics  laboured  had  been 
iledly  rqected  by  the  House,  under  the  influence  of  the  Learned  Lord, 
not  only  rejected,  but  by  that  influence  treated  with  contempt.  He 
ped  that  the  Learned  Lora  would  not  one  day  have  cause  to  regret  his 
umphs.  The  danger  and  deep  agitation  of  Ireland  were  manifest— >the 
ifd  remedies  have  been  scornfully  rejected — what  remedy,  then,  have 
to  suggest  who  have  hitherto  rejected  all  that  have  been  offered  ?

In  France  numcious 
laws  had  been  enacted  to  preserve  the  game.  One  was  a  very  cork^ 
restriction,  intended  to  prevent  persons  from  manuring  Bishops*  land  witfa 
night-soil,  for  fear  of  injuring  the  flavour  of  the  eame.  (Lau^ttr,)  Hf 
believed  there  was  not  much  difference  between  the  Reverend  mnch  there 
and  here.  Arthur  Young,  who  was  a  great  agriculturist,  inferred  a  strong 
similarity  between  a  pheasant  and  a  prince  ef  the  blood,  because  they  were 
both  fed  at  the  public  expense.  He  (Lord  King)  thought  the  obaervatioa 
applied  to  the  Bishops ;  the  only  difference  was,  that  the  one  was  supported 
on  the  nett  produce,  and  the  other  on  the  gross  produce,  of  the  country* 
It  had  been  said  this  embraced  a  question  of  morality  ;  if  to,  it  was  strange 
that  the  Right  Reverend  Prelates  were  so  indifferent  to  it ;  for,  allhou^ 
the  benches  opposite  bad  been  shortly  before  filled,  there  now  only  remain* 
ed  two  of  that  reverend  body  to  support  this  measure  of  morality,  in  which^ 
however,  he  should  be  most  happy  to  join  them,  although  he  believed  it 
would  be  the  first  time  be  woulu  have  bad  the  happiness  of  voting  along 
with  them.  (A  laugh,) 

The  Loro  Chancellor  observed,  that  one  of  the  delights  he  enjoyed  in 
the  autumn  was  afforded  by  his  dogs,  whom  he  could  not  help  contrasting 
with  those  learned  friends  who  entertained  him,  but  not  quite  as  delight¬ 
fully,  for  the  remaining  ten  months  of  the  year.  He  was  particularly 
pleased  at  observing  how  well  bis  dogs  knew  how  to  mind  their  points,  and 
when  to  stop,  which  was  more  than  he  could  say  for  his  learned  friends  at 
the  bar.

WOOL  AND  CORN. 

Lord  Malmesbury  moved  for  some  returns  respecting  the  eiportatioB  of 
wool,  and  made  various  observations  on  the  impolicy  ef  the  late  rednetioM 
in  the  import  duty,  which,  he  said,  bad  greatly  distressed  the  wool  trade. 
He  added,  he  hop^  this  would  be  a  warning,  and  operate  to  pieyent  the 
passing  resolutions  allowing  the  foreigners  to  come  into  oompration  witb 
the  British  fanner  in  the  corn-trade,  as  had  been  done  in  that  <n  the  wooL*-« 
Lord  Bexley  maintained  that  the  present  system  would  be  much  more 
advantageous  to  the  growers  of  wool  tnan  that  which  the  Noble  Lord  reeom- 
mended. — ^The  Duke  of  Richmond  objected  to  what  he  called  the  system 
of  “  the  free-trade  gentlemen,**  and  was  in  favour  of  the  ancient  policy.^ 
Lord  Kino  said,  that  a  higher  duty  on  wool  would  not  have  benetitted  the 
agriculturists,  though  it  would  have  added  greatly  to  the  distresses  of  the 
manufacturers.— Lmds  Darkle y  and  Salisbury  were  for  giving  protee- 
tion  to  the  growers  of  wool  and  corn.— The  Dues  of  Buceinoh  am  made 
some  observations  on  the  proposed  Corn  Resolutions.— Lord  Rbdbsdalx 
avowed  his  intention  of  sunmitting  a  motion  to  their  Lordships  respecting 
them  ;  disapproved  of  the  measures  of  Ministers ;  and  spoke  of  the  Qecea« 
aity  of  making  the  farming-trade  profitable ;  and  alluding  to  the  ohaige  ia 
the  system  of  commerce,  said,  that  formerly  the  merchants,  babitid  in 
velvet  caps  and  square-to^  shoes,  dwell  with  their  Clerks  in  the  ci^,  bul 
now  they  lived  in  Portland  place  and  Portman  square,  and  with  difiscuUy 
got  to  their  counting-houses  to  sign  ths  papers  prepared  by  their  confadeo* 
tial  clerks.  It  was  this  extreme  way  of  doing  business,  be  added,  that 
required  an  extreme  profit  beyond  that  of  former  times.— ^rd  BexliH

The  Eioile  of  Monday 
last,  on  the  authority  of  a  letter  from  Madrid,  dated  the  11th  insf. 
reports  that  the  Portuguese  troops,  having  advanced  in  three  columns, 
the  insurgent  divisions  of  Magessi  and  Montealegre,  which  had 
penetrated  into  Spain  by  Abella,  Noso,  and  St  Anne,  were  not  allowed 
to  pass  the  frontiers  till  after  they  had  laid  down  their  arms  on  the 
Portuguese  territory;  and  that  the  division  of  Telles  Jokd'ao  was 
disarmed  on  the  Spanish  territory,  into  which  it  had  just  penetrated 
towards  the  right,  by  a  place  named  Constantine.  According  to  this 
account,  the  insurgents  were  marched  towards  the  dep6t  whicli  is 
assigned  them  in  the  territory  of  La  liioga,  on  the  conhnes  of  Old 
Castile  and  Arragon.  The  Portuguese  thus  disarmed  are  estimated 
at  3,000  men.  It  is  added,  that  orders  have  been  sent  to  General 
Mormet,  that  the  arms  laid  down  on  the  Spanish  territory  are  to  be 
immediately  delivered  up  to  the  Portuguese  Authorities. — No  formal 
intelligence  has  yet  reached  this  country  of  the  foregoing  decisive 
result ;  but  coming,  as  it  does,  from  no  very  willing  auuority  for 
news  of  this  tendency,  it  will  most  probably  be  found  correct. 

A  rumour  pf  a  far  more  extraordinary  kind  has  reached  the  CoM/i- 
itUionel,  which  repeats,  on  the  authority  of  a  provincial  paper  of  tbe 
South,  that  a  conspiracy  has  been  detected  in  the  Spanish  Army  of 
Observation,  which  had  so  alarmed  Ferdinand,  that  although  disco¬ 
vered,  he  had  sent  for  a  French  escort  to  guai^  him  out  of  Spain. 
The  EtoUe  places  this  intelligence  under  its  head  of  **  Lies  or  the 
Day,**  which  department  includes  all  falsities,  or  supposed  falsities, 
except  its  own.  The  statement,'  indeed,  can  scarcely  be  true  to  the 
letter ;  but  there  is  great  reason  to  believe  that  it  rests  upon  some 
foundation  as  regards  the  existence  of  disaflection  in  the  Army  of 
Observation.  — 

The  House  of  Commoos  would  not  acquiesce  in  Mr  Hume’s 
motion  for  information  respecting  the  late  barbarous  doings  in  India. 
This  Was  expected.  It' was  not  likely  that  an  inquiry  would  b# 
ordered  respecting  a  massacre  at  Barrackpoer,  ten  thousand  miles  off, 
when  that  atill  more  atrocious  one  among  ourselves  at  Manchester  was 
not  only  suifered  to  pass  with  impunity,  but  even  justified.  No ; 
justice  will  never  be  properly  administered  abroad,  until  its  rule  is  duly 
established  at  home ;  but  Mr  Hums  has  done  his  duty,  nevertJieless, 
in  exposing  the  abominable  trausaction. 

Lord  Liverpool,  they  still  say,  mends  daily.  Messrs  Canning 
and  llusKissoN  are  stated  to  be  incapable,  from  indisposition,  of 
attending  to  their  parliamentary  duties.  Some  people  think  that 
their  ab^nce  is  not  wholly  owing  to  this  cause,  but  to  a  desire  on 
their  parts  to  show  certain  of  their  Colleagues  that  they  cannot  do 
without  them,  and  must  therefore  comply  with  their  wishes. 

The  declaration  put  forth  and  repealed  by  Sir  Francis  Burdett 
during  the  recent  discussions  on  the  Corn  Laws,  has  excited  much 
regret  among  the  friends  of  the  lion.  Member  for  Westminster ;  for 
th^  thtak  they  perceive  in  it  a  singular  departure  (ri>m  that  dis» 
interested  principle  of  action  whicli  has  so  long  and  so  hooourahly 
guided  his  public  conduct.  Sir  Francis  unequivocally  declares, 
that  he  would  not  advocate  any  change  in  the  system  of  oar  Com 
Laws,  if  he  was  of  opinion  that  such  ^ange  would  be  at  all  injurious 
to  the  landowners, — for,  he  adds,  be  does  not  profess  to  be 
chivalrous  or  disinterested  enough  to  sscriftce  the  interests  of  a  clRSf 
to  which  he  himself  belongs.  Now  we  have  always  considered  it  the 
duty  of  a  Kepreseoutive  of  the  People,*— that  indeed  which  he  is 
especially  api^ioted  to  perform, — to  watch  over  and  act  for  the 
welfare  of  the  many,  and  to  disregard  not  only  the  ioieresu  of  a 
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particular  dats,  but  bti  own  interests  also,  if  it  should  so  happen  that 
they  were  at  any  time  unfortunately  at  Tariance.  The  Klectors  of 
Westminster  have  supported  Sir  Fravcis  Burdett,  for  a  series  of 
years,  not  because  he  was  a  Baronet,  and  possessed  of  a  large  landed 
estate — not  because  be  was  an  excellent  landlord,  a  man  of  talent, 
an  eloquent  speaker,  and  an  accomplished  gentleman, — but  chiefly 
because  they  believed  him  to  be  a  true  Patriot — tliat  is,  a  man 
of  high  public  spirit,  one  whose  ruling  passion  was  the  love  of  his 
country.  The  declaration  to  which  we  have  alluded  is  certainly 
hostile  to  the  principles  of  patriotism,  which  **  live  and  move  and  have 
their  being*’  in  a  spirit  of  disinterestedness  alone, — a  singleness  of 
attachment,  **  unmixed  with  baser  matter — and  it  will  be  a  public 
calamiw,  a  blow  struck  at  that  good  cause  for  which  Miltoh  wrote 
himseli  blind,  and  Uampdev  poured  out  his  heroic  blood,  if  it  should 
appear  that,  at  this  eleventh  hour  of  his  public  life.  Sir  Francis 
Burdett  has  really  sold  his  birthright,  as  it  were,  for  a  mess  of 
pottage,  by  abandoning  his  character  of  Friend  of  the  People  for  that 
of  Advocate  of  the  Landed  Interest,  and  on  the  wretched  ground  too 
of  private  advantage.  But  it  surely  cannot  be,  that  the  same  petty 
object  which  induced  Sir  Tuomas  Lethbridge,  on  one  solitary 
occasion,  to  join  the  Reformers,  can  have  moved  Sir  Francis  Bur¬ 
dett  to  sunender  principles,  the  maintenance  of  which  to  the  last 
would  have  given  his  name  a  place  in  the  history  as  well  as  in  the 
hearts  of  bis  countrymen.

The  following  day,  the  Royal  Duke  cooli 
nued  in  as  favourable  a  state  aa  could  possibly  be  expected ;  sad  fioa 
the  strength  of  Iris  constitution,  little  or  no  doubt  was  entertained  of  tbs 
recovery  of  his  sight.  The  fourth  day,  the  eye  operated  upon  was  altaoU 
entirely  free  from  pain.  The  sixth  day,  which  was  the  lOtU  insU  wbes 
the  letters  left  Berlin,  the  Royal  Duke’s  eye  was  then  free  from  pain, sad 
his  health  in  a  very  favourable  state.— Circular*

HIGH  COURT  OF  JUSTICURY. 

A  DISAGREEABLE  State. — Marian  Brown  was  on  Tuesday  week  tried 
at  Edinburgh  for  hanging  up  her  husband  by  the  neck,  with  intent  to  kill 
him.  Some  people  hearing  a  groan,  knocked  at  Mrs  Brown's  door,  which, 
after  some  time,  she  opened,  exclaiming,  **Come  and  see  what  the  old  — 
has  done  for  himself."  They  went  into  a  dark  room,  when  they  beheld 
her  devoted  husband  hanging  by  a  rope !  It  was  nearly  all  over  with  him, 
but  he  was  cut  down  and  recovered.  Mrs  Brown,  in  tne  mean  time,  gave 
no  sort  of  aid,  and  being  apparently  one  of  the  **  Satanic  school,"  went 
about  the  house  chaunting  **  Roast  him  alive !  Roast  him  in  hell !"  The 
Fury  had  been  drinking,  but  she  walked  steadily. — The  husband,  a  little 
old  man,  said,  he  had  been  poorlv  in  the  morning,  and  had  laid  himself  on 
the  bed ;  but  he  recollected  notlung  till  the  evening,  when  he  felt  himself 
in  a  very  disagreeable  state — his  throat  was  extremely  sore  f  He  had  not 
been  quarrelling  that  day  with  his  wife,  and  had  not  attempted  to  strangle 
himself.  He  had  been  married  to  her  45  or  46  years,  and  she  had  had  ten 
children.  When  he  went  to  bed,  she  was  scolding  him,  because  he  was 
off  work  and  at  home ;  and  she  us^  to  threaten  him  when  she  was  affected 
with  drink.  Being  asked  whether,  if  she  were  again  to  live  with  him,  he 
would  confine  her  to  water,  he  answered,  **  It  would  be  very  bard  to 
conffne  anybody  to  ibat/* — Verdict,  Guilty  f  but  the  Jury  unanimously 
recommended  tne  prisoner  to  mercy,  on  account  of  her  great  age.— Lord 
Mbadowbank  smd,  he  was  happy,  by  their  recommendation,  to  pass  a 
lenient  sentence — which  was,  18  months*  imprisonment  in  Bridewell,  and 
to  be  restrained  from  the  use  of  ardent  and  fermented  liquors. — From  all 
w'hich  we  may  learn,  that  in  order  to  eucourage  ancient  matrons  to  hang 
up  their  little  old  husbands,  the  advantage  is  held  out  in  Scotland  of  being 
maintained  for  18  months'  at  the  public  expense — with  the  view,  we 
suppose,  of  decrea.rin^  the  number  of  unproductive  labourers,  a  race  of 
people  not  at  all  liked  in  the  North. 

ASSIZES. 

Stafford,  March  16. — Crim.  Con.— Mason  d.  WAEsrixLD.— This 
was  one  of  those  actions,— now  so  common,  owing  to  the  strange 
charges  of  some  Judges  and  the  absurd  verdicts  of  Juries,— in  which  a  mani 
endeavours  to  turn  the  infirmity  of  his  wife  to  pecuniary  account.’  The 
Plaintiff  had  laid  his  damages  at  the  modest  sum  of  6,000/.  He  was  an 
innkeeper  at  Uttoxeter,  aged  37,  who  in  1818  married  the  daughter  of  a 
respectable  farmer,  then  about  20  years  of  age,  by  whom  he  had  four 
children,  llie  Defendant  was  a  thriving  cabinet  maker  in  the  same  ipwo, 
also  a  married  man,  but,  according  to  the  evidence  of  one  of  the  witnesses, 
he  was  living  apart  from  his  wife,  having  taken  an  opportunity  of  disband^ 
ing  her.  ( Jjiugbing,)  It  appeared  that  the  Plaintiff  used  frequently  to 
take  a  drop  too  much,  and  that  nis  lady  now  and  then  was  seen  in  a  condi¬ 
tion  which  the  knowing  ones  ^mi  **  rather  fresh  but  this  was  always 
managed  with  a  certain  discretion,  for  the  comfortable  couple  were  never 
both  **  fresh  "  aA  the  same  time.
